Stock Market Prices Rise
to Higher Abnormal Levels

New York, O¢t, 14 —Another weok

of buoyancy has been experienced on
the stock market and prices have risen
to still higher abnormal leskls, Stock
exchange trausactions, which are aver
aging o million shares per day, do not
begin to record the total netivities of
this market—the outside dealings hav-
ing shown enormous expansion, not to
speak of the extrnordinary investments
in foreign government bonds and secor-
ities. The nnnual report of the New
York Clearing Houso showed groas
clearings for the year ending Septem-
ber 30 of 147 billions, an increass of
57 billiony oves lnst year. Conditions
favor continued antivity in the secor-
ity markels. Iodustrinl econcerns are
wow earning sueh big profits as to
often make current quotations for
many of them appear still compars
tively low, This is especially true of
the steel companies’ stocks, which
show profits ranging from 20 per cent
to 60 per cent. Many other industriale
sre alyo reporting very large gains in
buniness, much of which is due to the
prevailing high prices for all commodi-
ties. The steel ocompanies are over
whelmed with orders, some extending
far into 1918, Railroads are plaging
liberal contracts for cars, locometives
and rails ot high prices without hesita-
tion. Our oxports of steel in Auguat
again touched a high rocord,
Railroad Stocks

The nctivity and advance of indus-
trinls which has long been conspicuous
is now oxtending to the railroads,
which are displaying great strength in
consequence of inpreaned earningds. The
remarkable annual rveport of Unlon
Pacific showed the Inrgest earnings in
its history, including income from in-
vestments, of over 15 per cent on stoek,
againat about 11 per eemt a year ago.
Still better evidence of mailrond pros
perity, however, was the August report
of the Tnterstate Commerce Oommis-
sion, which gaye net carnings of 120
lines ut 882,000,000, ecowpared with
05,000,000 & year ago. o nation's
general trade is active. War inflation
is the echief stimulus. Tho extraordi-
nary demand for many ‘commodities,
the actual senrelty of others, the floed
of gold, the Pederal Reaerve system
and the sbundance of credit which
these laxt two factors provide are giv-
ing an irresistible upward impetus to
valwes, New profits thus ncorved

Higher Prices
Here and there may be symptoms of
overbuying and flotations of o ques-
tionable character; all of which means
that, in view of present high prices,
purchases whether for invéstmeut or
speculation, ahould be made with in-|
creasing discrimination, favoring the
better grade securities which have not
vet had their full rise.
It is quite evidemt, however, that

the preseut movement of abuormal ae-|
tivity bos not yet rum its course, All|
indieations point to unexampled indus-|
trial and commoreinl petivity for some!
months to come. Of course much de-|
pends upon the war, the early discon-
tinuanee of which would foree n u'm-1
porary setbaek and resdjustment atl
this center. Fortunate'y, présent pros
perity of the United States is bam\ up-
on strong foundations, and is not en-
tirely dependent upon continuance of
the deplorable destruetion in Europe,
At present there are no signs of un
early cessntion of the war, nod the best
opinion is that it will continue at lenst
until next spring if mot ionger.
“Tariff War'' Talk Is Silly.

The two most striking ineidenta of
the war this weck were Lloyd George's
diplomatie bot very eandid notice to
veutrals, ‘‘Hands off*; and Lord
Bryeo's sane and high-minded advjee
against *SA wur of trade to follow a
war of arms.’' It will be well not to
taka too seriously the talk of a tariff
war following the war, That there
will be strenuous internetionsl com-
petition whon the struggle is over goes
withont saying; that Germany will en-
deavor to regain lost markets is to be
expected, but that she will flood the
world with cheap goods is silly sppre-
hension, and that the commereial na-
tions of the world can expand their
commerce by raising prohibitive tariff
walls is too absurd to receive serious
consideration. While the bittorness of
war Is o intense, retaliation talk is
nntural; but ecommerce and wlf-inter
est pre great peacemakers, and neither
ean permanently prosper in suy diree-
tion where enmity rules. 1f retaliatory
tariffs are initinted after the war, they
will only do harm and their life will
be precarious. Great Britain cannot

o under a variff on mw materinle

or foodstuffs, Should she impose any

[llriff on manufaetursd articles, which

is doubtful it will be more for purposes
af revpnue than for protection as a
poliey. British leadership in forej
trade after the war will probably
make great strides; while the United
Stales will certainly take the second
place and in some instances will un-
doubtedly be a leader, It will also be
necessary that Rossia be taken into
more serious comsiderstion than here-
tofore. She possesses vadtl resources in
timber, mineraly and griin, which have
hitherto laeked developnient because of
inndegunte outlets, transportation and
4 Inek of capitnl. All of these short-
eomings are being rootified oven now.
Russia Will Prosper.

The opening of the Dardanelles, the
settloment of Balkan diffienlties, im-
proved mil connections with the North
Sen and on the Paeific Const all mean
new prosperity to Russia, as well as
new and cheaper supplies of raw ma-
terinly for all the manafacturing coun-
tries of the world. New trade routes
will be opened, in fact are being open-
od; and when peace comes we can nn-
ticipnte & new set of commercial activ-
ities in all parts of the world, taking
the pluee of those which we may lose
when the war eloses. Tn these new en-
terprises the United States, unhamp-
ered by huge war debis and exhaustion,
will unquestionably invest a Inrge
share of the procepds of current pros-
perity. In Western Burope, in South-
eastern Euvope, in Ruossin, in Mesopo-
tamin, in South Ameriea and 1n Canida
there will be large demunds for capital,
wot mercly for resonstrugtive work but
particularly for new development. The
shoed of war will undoubtedly stir up
new  energies  oand  new  netivities
thronghont the world, and no country
will have so large an amount of avail:
alilo eapital as tne United States. The
war-oxhausted nations of Europe must
struggle against s loand which will
handieap them for years to come,

On Friday the market was muoch un-
sottled by peace reports, which in-
ducod bonvy realizations and sharp de-
clines in & number of issnes. Ambas-
sador Gerard, howeveér has not vet ar-
rved, a0 the truthfuluess of rumars
that he brings peace proposals ia yot to
be determined. 1t is well to remembier
that peace will not be eatablished over
night, and that uegotintions to that
end will e prolonged and tedious.
